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Compromise Means 
Democratic Unity 


Southerners have spoken out follow- 
ing Adlai Stevenson’s television statement 
on the Democratic platform. 

Mr. Stevenson said nothing new. He 
declared it as his opinion the party should 
affirm the Supreme Court decision. He 
regretted it was politically necessary, 
since it seemed merely opportunism. He 
has not changed his position regarding 
force. He will not use it. He insists, again, 
the problem is national, not Southern. 

Gov. James P. Coleman, of Missis- 
sippi, commenting on this, said: 

“The convention doesn’t begin until 
Monday. Now is the time to keep quiet 
and make no statements.” He added he 
still thought Mr. Stevenson the best man 
among those actively before the conven- 
tion. 

The Mississippi governor’s refusal to 
go charging off in all directions was in 
refreshing contrast to the mouthings of 
Georgia’s John Sammons Bell, who will 
probably go down in history as the first 
man ever to walk out of a convention a 
full week before it convened. 

We do not presume to advise the state 
delegation as to their choice, though we 
agree with the governor of Mississippi 
concerning Mr. Stevenson. But it hurts 
the South and the party to have leader- 
ship such as Mr. Bell provides at a time 
when every nerve is being strained to 
work out a platform which will be ac- 
ceptable. 

Certainly there will be a civil rights 
plank for the reason that extremists in 
both factions have made it impossible to 
avoid one. 

Where would Mr. Bell have the 
South go? 

The Republicans will have a violently 
pro-civil-rights plank. 

Everyone knows where Averell Harri- 
man stands. 

“Favorite sons” are suggested as an 
out. Out is the correct word. 

Does the South want to kill any chance 
of victory? Does the North? 

Do leaders of both factions want to en- 
courage a Republican victory with all that 
it implies? 

Inflexible demands or a walkout serve 
only the enemies of the South and the 
party. 

While Chairman Bell has sounded off, 
Gov. Marvin Griffin has left the door 
open to compromise in a telegram to 
Stevenson. The governor’s discretion is 
commendable for there must be a com- 
promise if the Democrats are to have 
even an outside chance in November.

$5,000,000 grant from the state contin- 
gency fund to complete a Science Center 
on the campus of the University of Geor- 
gia at Athens. 

The governor also indicated that mon- 
ey from the same source would be handed 
over to Georgia Tech for the construction 
of a nuclear reactor, enabling that famous 
center of learning and research to jump 
feet first into the atomic age. 

The grant for Athens, added to the 
nearly $4,000,000 appropriated by the 
board of regents, brings the long-desired 
Science Center in sight. Overcrowded 
classrooms, inadequate laboratories and 
poor equipment have for too long pen- 
alized the university’s able researchers 
and teachers of science and dulled the 
edge of many a pupil.

Reasons for Injuries 


Atlanta—It is with mounting 
consternation that I read of the 
whitewashing that is taking place 
at the Rock Quarry Prison at Bu- 
ford. 

Did these Georgians deliberately 
break their own legs at this camp 
because of happiness over the 
treatment they were receiving or 
because of utter and abysmal 
misery? 

As a soldier who has been in 
charge of prisoners and as a pri- 
soner of war who lived through 
34g years of incredible brutality, 
I believe I have some qualifica- 
tions for answering the above 
question. 

Daily living had become so un- 
bearable to these brutalized hu- 
mans that they had one of two 
choices: 

(1) They could have committed 
suicide (which some of my friends 
did when they developed deep psy- 
choses in a prisoner of war camp 
in Japan). 

(2) They could have mutilated 
themselves (as Others of my 
friends did to escape the brutality 
of the Japanese guards and en- 
ter the security of the hospital).

|} Commissioner Archie Lindsey 
‘also said he did not ‘‘think we 
‘ought to slow up our plans. We 
should go ahead with it as soon 
as possible,’’ he added. 
| The mayor’s suggestion was 
made in a special delivery letter 
sent to all three commissioners. 
It suggested that ‘“‘plans for an 
| immediate bond issue be held up 
until a joint citizens committee 
. . « can be set up to go over the 
greatest needs of both govern- 
ments for a possible joint bond 
issue next spring.”’
